There have been many changes in the 
past 25 years. The club has a repeater call 
sign that once belonged to a founding club 
member (WAYRDFP), and thanks to the hard 
work of a former member and past President 
(KB9SKD), the club has tax exempt status, 
501(c)(3). The tax exempt status and the 
hard work of another member (N9SIU) 
brought us a grant from the Johnson County 
Community Foundation. The grant provided 


the club with necessary funds to move our 
repeater to a higher location again with the 
help of many club members including, 
WS8ISH, K9DY and our repeater trustee, 
AAQYP. 

2008 was a year of public service 
events for the club including SKYWARN 
activations, Severe Weather Community Day, 
Pumpkin Patrol, WRT FD Strawberry 
Festival and Homeland Security EOC Table 
Top Exercises. Three technician classes 
were held, Field Day happened and a 
Hilltopper event occurred. 

Our VE team held sessions after each 
club meeting, at the Columbus Hamfest, and 
showed up to test students at the end of each 
technician class. Their efforts resulted in 42 
new Technicians, 24 new Generals, and 5 
new Extras for a total of 71 licenses 
awarded. 

As for the club, MARC ended the year 
with 50 paid members, 7 honorary life 
members, and 24 complimentary members 
(students from technician classes) for a total 
membership of 81. What a way to start
